hem by his presence and Ms counsel, 
it night he studies the plans of tmitle

He has made observations of the 
nttloflold from dirigibles and aero- 
ilancs. At one time In 1015 he cllmb-

Experience* Under Fire. 


"In the course of our conversation,"

WEATHER BULLETIN 


Washington, 0. C., Oct. 5, 1918. 
Last, bulletin gave forecast of dis- 


turbance to cross continent Oct. 1 to 6 
•an,l C to 10, warm waves Sept. 30 to 
Oct. 4, and Oct. 5 to 9, cool waves Oct. 
3 to 7 and 8 to 12. High tempera- 
tures first of this period and very cool 
about its close; 
not much precipita- 


tion and not very severe frosts; latter 
will go about the usual distance 
southward. In a general way the av- 
erage latitude of frost line for Oct. 11 
east of Itockies.runs from near north- 
east corner of New Mexico to Moline, 
III., then to I'arkcrsburg, West Vir- 
ginia, then to Jamestown, N. Y. The 
most severe early frost was correctly 
predicted for about Sept. 20 to 22. 


Next warm waves will reach Van- 


couver about Oct. 10 and 16 and tem- 
peratures will rise on all the Pacific 
slope. They will cross crest of Rockies 
by close of Oct. 11 and 17, plains 
sections 12 mid 18, meridian 'JO, great 
lakes and Ohio-Tennessee valleys 13 
awl 10, eastern sections 14 and 20, 
reit^mig vicinity of New Foundland 
near^lij and 21. Storm waves will 
follow about one day behind warm 
waves and cool waves about one day 
behiiul storm waves.

New York.—To an audience whose 


breathless attention was broken only 
by momentary applause^ President 
Wilson pledged the United States to a 
peace whoso "indispensable Instrumen- 
tality li a leagus of nations," without 
which "peace will rest upon the word 
of outlaws, and only upon that word. 
For Germany," he added, "will have to 
redeem her character, not by what 
happens at the peace table, but by 
what follows." 


In words that tingled with the spirit 


of America in the great struggle the 
President reiterated the purposes for 
which the civilized world Is fighting, 
and made It plain that the only peace 
we can consider is the peace of vic- 
tory.

Army was organized in March of 
1'JIS. 


President Wilson set aside $50,000 


from his'National Security and De- 
fense appropriation to promote the 
work for the first six months. 
He 


has since appropriated $200,000 more 
to carry the work through another 
ten months. 


Two main purposes prompted ttie 


planning of the School Garden Army: 
(a) 'Increased food production and 
(b) 
training of school children in 


thrift, industry, service, patriotism, 
and responsibility. 


The necessity for man power was 


being felt. 
This was especially true 


in agricultural pursuits. 
Not alone 


were the drafted young, men going 
from the farm, but great numbers of 
farm employes were being attracted 
to the cities by higher wages olfered 
In other industries. 
If .the millions 


of city boys and girls could be in- 
duced'to give their leisure time to 
cultivating the thousands of acres of 
unfilled land in front and back yards 
and vacant lots of our cities, towns 
nnd villages, it would result in a 
substantial increase in food produc- 
tion and an improvement in the qual- 
ity of our coming citizenship. 


.The Bureau of Education undertook 


lo accomplish this through the organ- 
ization of the United States School 
Garden Army.
